1 . Claims 37-42, 45, 48, 5 1 , 54, 57 and 60 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The references of the 
Prior Art of Record fail to teach or suggest alone or in obvious combination all of the features of 
the applicants' invention, specifically the portion of silver contained in electrically conductive 
material of the internal electrode near the junction with the external electrode is higher than the 
proportion of silver contained in electrically conductive material of the internal electrode 
located inside the stack in combination with the recited structural limitations of the claimed 
invention.
